A  County  Court-house, 

In  solving  this  problem  I  have  chosen  a  program  which  would, 
in  my  opinion,  meet  the  requirements  of  a  county  whose  population 
is  about  one  hundred  thousand. 

My  principal  source  of  reference  for  planning  was  the  plates 
under  the  number  725--15;  for  designing,  the  plates  under  the  num- 
ber 724—373, 

The  greatest  difficulty  I  found  in  the  solution  of  my  prob- 
lem was  in  working  out  the  program,  that  is,  finding  the  number  of 
offices,  court  rooms,  and  other  accessories  necessary  to  accomo- 
date a  county  of  this  population. 

To  solve  this  difficulty  I  have  studied  and  compared  the  plans 
of  court-houses  of  larger  and  smaller  counties  than  the  one  I  have 
chosen.    After  doing  this  I  have  worked  out  the  following  program, 
which,  in  my  opinion,  meets  the  requirements  of  the  county.

The  building  covers  an  area  measuring  146  by  176  feet.    It  is 
three  stories  high.      The  treatment  of  the  exterior  is  in  the  Ro- 
manes quejstyle  of  architecture,  the  material  used  being  Minnesota 
sandstone . 

The  tower  is  122  feet  high,  being  covered  by  a  stone  roof, and 
turrets  at  each  corner.      The  space  on  the  four  sides  between  each 
pair  of  turrets  is  occupied  by  the  clock  faces.    Directly  below 
the  roof  is  an  open  balcony  from  which  an  excellent  view  of  the 
surrounding  country  may  be  had. 

The  building  has  five  entrances,  the  main  or  tower  entrance 
being  on  the  south.      The  west  entrance  is  in  the  center  of  the 
west  side,  also,  the  east  entrance  is  in  the  center  of  the  east 
side.      The  two  north  entrances  are  placed  symmetrically  about  the 
north  and  south  axis.    All  entrances  lead  through  vestibules  and 
corridors  to  the  main  entrance  hall  on  the  first  floor.    This  is  a 
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room  48  by  88  feet,  on  the  north  side  of  which  are  spacious  stair- 
ways leading  to  the  second  story.    Besides  these  five  entrances, 
there  is  a  sixth  entrance  which  leads  directly  from  the  jail  to 
the  criminal  court  room. 

The  interior  of  the  building  is  treated,  as  far  as  is  consist 
ent,  in  the  same  style  of  architecture  as  the  exterior.    All  cor- 
ridors and  vestibules  have  marble  floors  with  marble  wainscoting 
four  feet  high.    The  court  rooms  and  corridors  have  the  ceilings 
intersected  with  heavy  plaster  girders. 

The  heat  for  the  building  is  furnished  by  a  heating  apparatus 
installed  in  the  basement.  The  storerooms  and  janitor's  rooms  are 
also  in  the  basement. 
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
